Ratepayers and electors of the Vul¬ 
can School District, No. 1902, as¬ 
sembled for the annual meeting of 
the district in the Odd FeHows’ hall 
on Wednesday afternoon of last week. 
The attendance was good. W.J). Allan 
was appointed chairman of the meet¬ 
ing. 

The auditor’s financial statement 
and report was read, and showed the 
district in good financial condition. 
Liabilities totaled $20,665,127 while 
assets totaled $49,721.85. Exact co.pt' 
of operation of the school • for t'he 
past year was given at $15,365.66. In 
the payment column the cost of the 
new -school was given at $3,989.98; 
Considerable discussion was held over 
the heating plant at the new school.

Dr. W. G. ‘Saunders, M.O.H., pres¬ 
ented recently to the Board of the 
Foothills Health Unit, a summary of 
the work of'the officers of the unit 
for the year 1934. The area covered 
consists of 1800 square miles with a 
population of 14,045. The district is 
entering on its second three year 
period, and the service provided, .as 
given below, is impressive, when it is 
considered that it is available at an 
annual per capita cost of 64 cents, 
only half of v^ich is paid by the res¬ 
idents of the district. 

The jiopulation of the district 
represented on the board of health is, 
according- to 1931 census, town of 
High River, 14597" town of Nanton, 
739; town of Vulcan, 803; Blackie, 
251; Caytey, 127; Stockland M.D., 2907; 
Riley M.D., 1959; Royal M.D.. 1751; 
Dinton M.D., 1990; L.I.D. 160, 381; 
Turner Valley School District, 1348; 
Parkland Consolidated School, 280: 
Eltte S.D., 50. Total, J.JI,045. - 

The -executive staff . consists of 
W. G. Saunders, M.D., D.P.H., Medical 
Health officer; Miss Helen McArthur, 
B.Sc., R.N., Public Health nurse; Miss 
Ruth Heywood, R.N., secretary-tech¬ 
nician and J. Butterfield, of the Royal 
Sanitary Institute, sanitary inspector. 

Health Education 

Lectures have included first aid and 
home nursing, baby welfare, venereal 
diseases, cancer, children’s diseases, 
etc. , Thirty one of these have been 
given in the unit with an attendance' 
of 1092. The School Health paper, 
slhrted in October, is sent monthly 
to each school. It is a 6-page booklet 
with contributions from the children 
and editorials. 375 of these have 
been sent out to tjafe. information 
on pre-natal and post-natal care have 
been distributed from the office. This 
pha^e of work has included"* letters, 
miscellaneous interviews, etc.

His 
work in disease prevention included 
inspection of private and public prem¬ 
ises, dairies,- restaurants, hotels. 
Samples of milk and water were in¬ 
vestigated and- these, with miscel¬ 
laneous interviews numbered 702. 

Life Extension 

There were 246 adults examined, 86 
're-examined; 143 adults had defects 
and 189 were without defects. F'ive 
home visits were paid in this connec¬ 
tion. Of three cases in which defects 
were corrected two had anemia in 
early, pernicious stage, one had di¬ 
abetes. The early diagnosis and cor¬ 
rection has brought satisfactory pro¬ 
gress. The intention of these life 
extension clinics is to encourage the 
habit of periodic examinations. 

Communicable Diseases 

Within the unit, 2151 miles were 
travelled in control of communicable 
diseases. There were 241 visits to 
cases, carriers or suspets; 141 cases 
were isolated. There were 6 mild 
scarlet-fever cases,124 chicken pox and 
11 whooping cough. 

Tuberculosis 

This year the tuberculosis examin¬ 
ations were made as .in previous years, 
by a chest specialist and included 
x-ray and tuberculin \teats. 68 cases 
and contacts were examined, 7 cases 
found positive, lo^found suspicious, 
one had special tubetculin test and 17 
home visits were paid. Reports of all 
examinations were sent to the family 
physician, andt those labelled “sus¬ 
pects” were advised to have.re-exam- 
ination in a few months;

In these'times when much unconsidered criticism is lev¬ 
elled at banks, it is worth noting that the Board of Re¬ 
view, now dealing with cases under the Fanner-Creditor 
Actphas found the banks most fair and ready 1 tc co-oper¬ 
ate. W. Hi. McLaws of Oalgary, representing one of the 
florerrsost Canadian banks, gave some light on the attitude 
of these institutions to the farm situation. Mr. McLaws 
appeared before the Board of Review in one case in which 
tha bank was involved, and Stated that the bank he repre¬ 
sented had made 17,000 new advances in Alberta alone dur 
ing the past three years and of 10,000 application by 
debtors to the Alberta debt adjustment board, not a half 
dozen claims >y that bank had been involved. This fact 
will come as something of a- surprise to many people who 
believe the hand of the banks is in all calamities.

A farmer in Wetaskiwin district 
flarmed a half section, 250 acres in 
cultivation. This debtor bought for 
$16,000 in 1930 taking over an exist-1 
ing mortgage of $3600 to the "Canada 
Permanent Mortgage Company. A to¬ 
tal in principal interest and arrears 
now due on the mortgage amounting 
to $4,465; and a balance of $10,000 is 
owing the original owner, with $600 
in general debt. The original owner 
claims he cannot pay his own debts, 
and has lost his own home because 
payments have not been kept up. He 
had offered reductions if payment 
were miade, but these were not ac¬ 
cepted and he thought the only w»y 
was to go on the farm himself. 

These are typical instances some of 
which show slack farming, some dis¬ 
couragement and some indifference 
and evasion. Over all the cases hangs 
the cloud of accumulating interest.
